ANOTHER BIG HIGHWAY 
HEADED TOWARD COMANCHE 


I 
Comanche has already secured 
several important national high­ 
ways, being three in all. The Wich­ 
ita Falls Highway, the Fort Worth 
Fort Btockton Highway and the 
Roger Q. Mills Highway; but there 
is another one headed this way and 
an effort will be made to secure it. 
This 
highway, 
as originally 
planned, runs from San Angelo. 
From Waco it follows the Cotton 
Belt Railway to Gatesville and 
then it branches off passing thru 
Goldthwaite, thence to San Ange­ 
lo without passing through any 
other county sites. 
An effort is on foot 
now to 
change this highway to run from 
Gatesville to Hamilton thence to 
Brown wood via Indian Gap.* 
This road should normally take 
the Roger Q. Mills Highway out of 
Hamilton and come to Comanche 
and it is essentially necessary to 
Comanche to see that this is the 
case which we feel sure will be 
done. 
But to secure this /Comanche 
people must get busy and go to 
work at the job. We need all the 
national highways that are to be 
had and the people in Comanche 
county that are effected by this 
highway are certainly interested 
in the outcome and are willing to 
go their full length to see that this 
highway does not miss us. 
Let’s make our motto to be “ all 
roads lead to Comanche" if you 
are going west.
